Three Murderers 
In The West 


Armenians Who Killed 
Priest in New York. 


Instructions have been issued from 
depot division of the H.N.W.M.P. at 
Regina to all outposts of the force to 
be on watch for three Armenians, 
who are wanted for the murder of » 
priest in New York a-week ago last 
Sunday. It was thought that the 
men were captured at Calgary last 
Saturday, but upon a description of 
them being wired from Regina and 
the men answering questions satis- 
factorily, they were’ released. 

The men are to be charged with 
one of the worst crimes in’ the his- 
tory of the New York police. They 
are said to have taken Rev, Father 
Casper, pastor of the Armenian A- 
postolic church and placed him in a 
trunk while still alive, the lid of the 
trunk was then closed down and the 
priest left there to suffocate. When 
tound life had left the body, and 
the New York police immediately set 
out to secure the murderers, They 
were traced as far as Montreal, 
which place they left a week ago last 
Sunday, and it is thought that they 
are somewhere about this section of 
the country.

The story told by Harry Orchard 
of his connection with the murder of 
former Governor Steunenberg is 
among the most sensational cf the 
century, 

Whethe: it is true or not, and we 
have grave doubts of its authenticity, 
it is a remarkable confession of a re- 
volting crime. 

The coolness with which it is relat- 
ed is one of the strongest reasons Ne 
doubting its truthfulness. That 
man of Orchard s intelligence should 
go into all the harrowing «etails of 
a murder which he has had time to 
reflect upon, and the seriousness of 
which he has had an opportunity to 
comprehend, without any evidence of 
emotion or concern, seams to be be- 
yond ordinary conception. 

His action is more in accord with 
the disposition displayed by a cheap 
actcr, a consummate liar, whose men- 
dacity is rooted in vanity, or the 
paid hireling of a Pinkerton detec- 
tive, or a pettyfopging attorney, 
whose maintenance of his position 
depends on his securing a conviction, 

The conversion of Orchard is of a 
piece with this view of his conduct, 
That this depraved scoundrel, this 
degenerate wretch, whose whol we 
was one succession of crimes, should 
become converted just when the 
State Department and a detective a- 
gency needed his services to send two 
“undesirable citizens’’ to ‘the scaf- 
fold, savors too much of the last min- 
ute conversions of men whom the law 
of the land is about to send to the 
Great Hereafter for brutal, heart- 
less crimes. 

There is one thing that seems to be 
lost sight of and that is that a mai 
who will deliberately lie when driven 
into a corner, will not hesitate to 
swear to the falsehood he has utter- 
ed. The accused men may be proved 
eventually to have been villains. cf 
the worst type. In the meantime 
they are on trial for their lives, Un- 
ited States’ justice, like British jus- 
tice, presumes every man to be inno- 


cent until he is proven guilty, No 
man should be adjudged guilty on 
the evidence of a man whose whole 


life has been surcharged with crime. 

The plea of Orchard that he was 
only a tool in the hands of the accus- 
ed should not count with a jury of 
sensible men for a moment. Orchard 
was too old in crime to be made a 
tool of by any, one. 


City Council is wrest- 
ling with the question of what to 
do with the real estate men.

The reasons for this are 
two. The first is that innate feel- 
ing of jealousy that exists in some 


natures toward the man who suc- 
ceeds. The second is due to the un- 
scrupulous dealings of some men _ in 
the business, who in their anxiety to 
get rich quickly, have not hesitated 
to resort to sharp practices io take 
advantage of the unwary. There is 
a legitimate real estate business, as 
there is a legitimate dry goods busi- 
ness, or grocery business, cr business 
in any other line of trade and the 
only effort to put it into a class by 
itself and have it subject to special 
restrictions should come from the 
dealers themselves, in the first place, 
to keep 
place to keep it running in logical 
trade channels and not have it con- 
ducted by every Fly by Night, who 
blows into town, or every Jim, Jack 
and Jerry who wishes to take ad- 
vantage cf the anxiety of an inves- 
tor, to make a little pocket money.

BALMY SPELL SOON. 
..‘But you need not take it so much 
te heart,” said the weather-man 
with a smile. ‘‘The predictions this 
year are for warmer weather during | 
June, and it’ll probably not be long | 
before we get a real balmy spell.”

‘| Canada, but also in Russia, Germany 


and other parts of north-western 
Europe. This continued cold snap in 
the wheat growing district of Burcpe 
is the cause in the great rise in the 
price of that grain.
